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MEMOIRS. 

,MBMOiH OB BBV. WINDSOR GRAHAM. 

Rev. Windsor Graham was born in Richmond Oonnty, North 
• Carolina, but. was for many years a citizen of Jaehson County, Ga. 
His early years were not blessed with religious or edireational ad- 
vantages. About the year 1820, he was soundly converted to 
God, when he consecrated his soul fully to the Lord, and was, for 
many years, an earnest eihorter in our church. He became a mem- 
ber of this Conference in January, 188i, and for more than twenty 
years, was an effective, zealous preaeber. For some eight or ten 
years he has been superannuated. During these last years, he has 
resided in Heiirj County, Ga , where he‘ died in great peace, on 
the 21st of January, 1805.. 

•Brother Graham, in ’some'respects," was no ordinary man. 
While his educational advantages were limited^ consequently Hniit- 
ing.his preaching abilities, yet such was the holiness of the man, 
such his burning seal, such his earnest consecrated life, 
such the melting ♦tenderness of his heart, that he was re- 
markably successful • iii bis ministry. He carried the holy fire 
' with him, and kindled all the churches into a blaze Where he preach- 
ed.- If any Circuit bad declined in religion, he wis chosen, as one 
of the best men of -the Conference, to revive and save them. “His 
heart was made up of tenderness/^ hence he wept over his' people 
with an earnest solicitude for their* welfare, and sought to win 
them to Chrht by love, and many are the stars that shine in the 
crown of his rejoicing. W^e hear' a voice from heaven saying: 
“Write, blessed are the dead which die in tire Lord, from hence- 
forth. Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labors; 
and their works do fellow them.’’ 

MEMOIR OB REV. W. W. ROBISON. 

Rev. W. W. RbBisoN was borq in 'Washington County, Ga., 
November 20th, 1809. He lost his mother when five years old, 
but in after life, believed it was the influence of her piety and 
prayers, that led to his conversion in his 17th year, when he made 
a professioa of religion and united with the Church. He was for 
several years a Clas^ Leader and Exhorter, and in July, 1833, was 
2 . 




lioensei^ to proaoli. In 1884, bo .joined the Conference and was 
appointed to the Crawfordsyille Circuit. Prom that time, until 
1848, hte served successively, with credit t6^ himself ^ind usefulifess 
to tha ChuTcli — sometimes with great success— 'the 'following char- 
ges, viz : Savannah Hivef Mission ; Hamilton Cirouit; Covington , 
Circuit; Macon; Thomaston Circuit ; Talbofton ; Lurapkia; Perry 
Circuit; Fwsyth Circuit; Culloden Circuit; Greenville Circuit, 
aud Forsyth Circuit, again.' At the close of 1848, he located and 
moved to Oolumbuf, Ga., where he lived - and labored as a Local 
Preacher, for twelve years, continuing all the while, zealous, con- 
sistent, faithful and earnest in hi$ ministerial duties, , laboring • as ' 
occasion and opportunity offered ; being always the true and stauit^h 
friend of the itinerant, and the Church he ‘loved so much. Piuring 
these twelve years, he was ccmstantly dissatisfied and regretting his 
seemingly necessary relation of Local Preacher— his preferences and 
heart all being in the undivided wdrk of his Master, and he often 
said, that this was the direct cause of barrenness and religious de- 
cline in his eoui. Feeling thus^ he yielded to biS oouvictions and 
returned to the Conference in 1861, where ho remained in the regu- 
lar work, until death released him from work in his Loj^d’s vineyard 
on earth, and he was admitted to the companionship and joys of the 
redeemed in heaven. His illness was short, his death sudden and 
unexpected, but calm and peaceful, as that of -the good - man will 
ever be. On Sabbath, tho 22d*of October last, he was taken with 
a congestive chill, from which he ' never reacted, but continued to 
suffer, until Tuesday, the 24th, when he quietly fell asleep in Jesus. 
His intense suffering from congestion of the lungs, prevented his 
talking, except with extreme difficulty, but being told by a friend, 
that he could not survive long, and being Qsked if lie had any business 
earthly or spiritual, to which ho desired to give atteBtion, he answer- 
ed readily, “No ! X have trusted God for thirty years, and can trust 
him to the end.’^ Again, being asked, “if he felt the arms of his 
precious ISaviour around him, and supporting him* in his severe 
trials ?” he answered emphatically, “Yes !”\ jTis J,hus, our beloved 
brother tived and labored, and thfis he died, full of faith and meet 
for Heaven, “and he being dead, yet speaketh.’’ 

Brother 'Robison was an amiable, InndJieaited, modest, sweet- 
spirited, Christian gentleman and minister, full of charity, benevo- 
lence and true, ardent friendship, spiritual and eopsistent in his'piety 
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aad fflaaner of living, and to a more than ordinaty extent, an except 
tionto the rule, <‘thtt a prophet is not withonthonbr,-«iuem hia own 
country,. and among lik^own people;” for he’ was respected and 
loved, and useful in the city, ivhere be had lived and preached for 
S 9 many years. He had even; well-balaneed mind';- a Bound 
judgment ; a good stock of what we call- common sense, and more 
thair osdinary aj^iity and power- as a preacher, and at some places . 
aud periods liuriug his mioistei^ life,. he was eminently useful. The 
imago of his smiling, genial. face is still before and fhe memory 
of his simple, fervent piety, and? chiastian brotherly, kindness, is still 
•fragrant and pleasarabje to oiir hearts, and stimulative of gracious 
purposes, to a life of faith and- duty. . 

He leaves a widow and two children to mourn his loss, and to be- 
speak our sympathy and prayers. A 'good man has passed away, 
and we believe, entered into the home of the blessed forever.

^ ON PKEACHING TO THE COLORED PEOPLE 
The Special Gemmittee on the Report of the Board of Managers 
of the Oeorgui Conference Missionary Society with regard to the 
colored people, beg leave to say that the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, has,. in the past, endeavored faithfully to discharge its duty, 
in the preaching of the gospel -to the oolwed people, always recog-* 
nizing, as it did, the claims of this class of our population ,-r-wHich 
preaching of the gospel God has blessed to the conversion of hun- 
dreds of thousands of them; and that our last statistical report show- 
ed 26,000 colored members and probationers in the bounds of this 
Conference, and 206,060 enrolled as members and probationers of 
the M. E.‘ Church,. South. . • 

This most encouraging result of our effoi-ts hitherto: — the conser- 
vative influence of religious truths upon them, as manifested in their 
quiet, peaceable behajvior during the war — their general good con- 
duct since it closed, anAifcheir poverty and dependence now, appeal 
to us for redoubled diligence and enlarged ’efforts in- their behalf. 
Thqy are now emphatically {he poor loTio are tohave the gospel pfea<;h- 
ed mto them. - They appeal to our patriotism, to our philanthropy 
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and Chrisiiau obaritj, and your Committee ii sure tbat they do n(^ 
appeal in vain. The same love for souls, that caused us tb follow them 
amid miasmas and death,, to the rice. and eot^n fields of the Sonth, 
that we might present to them the iin^rchalle riches of ChnUf 
continues to impel' us’ to the discharge of this duty. Oui.proximity 
•to them, our long service of them, our familiarity, wrtk their habits 
and character, and the seeming iptentign of Proyidenoe that they’ 
shall remain among us, iivdieate tb^God designs that we shall con- 
tinue to assist our sister ohurohes of the South, to furnish thmu with 
' the Gospel and tp ho the instittmeots of their salvation, therefore 
be- it ? > , , 

Resolved, 1st. That we will * continue to do-all in our power to 
give the Gospel to the eolored people in our bounds, recognizing' in 
them, now that they are free, the same immortal beings for whom 
Christ died, that they were when slaves. 

Resolved 2d. That we require our- Presiding Elders and Preach- 
ers in charge to see that ouf colored people have the preached word, 
and that our quarterly conferences be requested to co-operate in this 
worh, and our local preachers be 'enlisted in it as much as- practi- 
cable. 

Resolved, 3d; That class collectors be appointed among them by 
the preacher in charge, ;to receive what -they are billing to pay to- 
ward the support of die Gospel. 

Resolved, 4th. That the Bishop be requested, in making his ap- 
pointments, to soconneot the oc^ired people with the whites, as to 
give the general supervision of the work among them to the preach- 
er in charge.’ ,

, , ON HOUSES OF WORSHIP FOR COLORED PEOPLE. 

* The Special Committee on' tlie.Report of the Board of Managers, 
of the Georgia Cgnference Missionary Society - in regard -to the
